YEEMAIC 
wont into a long but polite diccource about the fact that one could be 
a Communist and at the Gene tine a good Ukrainian. SHETflSlBURA fcecene 
rather fluctcred and apologised. YEMAIC continued to be pleasant end 
eaid he would like to be friends. Eo asked her many questions about tho 
Ukrainian community in Raw York. 


S3KAMEURA ' 3 fiance, fnu BIDIAIC, who is secretary of the Dunk a 
choral group, suggested (after hearing about SHECMBURA'S encounter with 
YERMAK ) that she give hin two tickets to a concert by the choral group 
which was to take place the following Sunday. SHKAME3RA called on 
YERHAX in the Office of Personnel where he is employed end gave hin the 
two tickets, YERMAK said he wanted to pay for then but that ho did not 
havo eny money with bin at the tine. 


The day of the concert, SHKAMEUM and BIDYAX approached 
in the lobby when they noticed that ho was present and SIHA21FJM intro- 
duced BIDYAX to YERMAK. YERMAK offorred to pay EnSAliBURA $3. CO, tho 
prlco of tho too tickets. When she refused to toko it, stating that ninco 
ho \tzq vising only the ono ticket it wasn't right for hin to pay for two, 
ho replied that ho had sold ono to someone on his way in to tho concert. 
Later, during tho concert, it was noticed that a stranger sat in tho 
esat next to YERMAK and that when YERMAK left after tho, first half of tho 


performance, tho other seat also remained empty. When 8HXA122SM saw 
YEPJMAK at the U. n. again, ho was very complimentary about tho concert, 
no said ho was surprised at the largo attendanco (there was a standing 
room only crowd and many wero turned away from tho door) and eaid that 
tho oinging by tho group was superb. He expressed regrsto for having to 
leave after tho first half of tho program, saying ha had another appoint- 
cent and could not stay longer, YERMAK told CIHAI-TDURA he would Hko to 
meet with her again privately, porhpas in her home. 


SR/CI records list one Yevgeniy Ivanovich YERMAK as an identified 
member of the KGB, A/2 was instructed to toll GMMEURA to report her 
contact with YERMAK, including all the details of thoir conversations, to 
the FBI and that if asked, to admit that A/2 instructed her to report to 
them.

2. More Ru mors Regarding tbs At tec?; on Khrushchev ; A Ukrainian 
vcasn who“recontly emigrated to the United states from Kiev, end who new 
lives vita ter oon, fnu HOIDEN, in Long Island, told the following story. 
Gilo Khrushchev was in Minsk, as la his custom, he began greeting end 
chairing hands with the spectators lined up along the street where be had 
ctpsared, As ho ra3 chairing hands end ashing, "Well, and lieu are things 
with you?' 1 , someone in the croud shouted, "Terrible! There io no butter", 
end immediately others toot courego and there began to follow shouts of, 
’’no mills, no neat, etc." Khrushchev became very flustered, turned to 
one of the Eyolcrussion ministers in his party, pointed at him end said, ' 
"Why didn't you report this? It is his fault", end he torn off the 
r.cdal the minister was wearing end threw it on the ground end trampled on 
it. The mini ster turned white, pulled a pistol from his pocket, shot at 
Khrushchev wounding him in the arm and then shot himself in the head. r 
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left for_ths USSR to wort as a guide for the U.S. I.S. .boot exhibit, A/£h 
had op^rtunity to talk to her bof ore she left end briefed her a bit on 
behaviour, what to expect in the way of contacts with Soviets, end 
suggested that oho take along some postal cards from the art museums in 
Hew York, especially abstract art reproductions.

He was told their 
conversations would be kept a secret and that he could talk freely. 

P3DSUKHA told IVAKHOTUX that he has requested permission from his 
embassy, but has not yet received a reply to his request; to visit the 
United States. It is planned to establish contact with him in the United 
States, via IVAKEHIUK or UJ CKI, if he does nonage to get here. 

6. A letter dated 11 December 1962 addressed to Vasyl MARKUS at 
V Rolog (where he had been employed from February 1959 to 15 September 
1959) was received from Vasyl KARPHHDC (aka Lcdislav KARPTFEC* bom 21 
October 1922 in Chust, Czechoslovakia), Muenchen 25, Leuts tettener ctr . 11. 
MARKUS knows KARP2HEC from the days they attended school together in 
Chust. In 19 ^ 5 , EARPIEEC moved to Prague and later went to work in 
Karlsbad (Karlov! Vary). KARPH3BC is married to a Western Ukrainian 
npd has one child, I7o mention of his wife or child is made in the letter 
to MARKUS. 


MARKUS and KARP3JJEC met quite unexpectedly in the Chech Pavilion 
at the Brussels Fair in 1953 vlhero KARPIH3C was employed. They met several 
times during the Fair end talked about their mutual acquaintances, the 
Ukrainian emigration, Ukrainians in Czechoslovakia, etc. KARP1FEC hod 
at that time expressed an interest in MARKUS 1 Frcnch-languaga book, 
Incorporation of Car patho -Ukraine Into The Ukrai nian GSR j-gkA J 15 , which 
had Just been published and also in the~Ukrainian Encyclopedia a copy 
of which it is believed MARKUS gave to KARPlliEC • KARPII3EC mentioned to 
MARKUS that ho was expecting to be given a position with tho Czech 
Trade Mission in the near future. 

The recent letter from Karpinec (which is the first contact 
since 1956) Ip hand-written and eight pages in length, KARPIHEC writes 
that he has been living in Minleli now Cor about o year. Ha gave no 
details as to his status !.n Munich. He claims to have obtained MARKUS' 
eddroos from one Aloxander, but it is not clear Whether this la a float 
or ournama. Ho states that he visited his family in Cfcsat in February 
(no year indicated) at which time ho 0 ..I 00 visited MAIS5J3’ mother in the 
nearby village, Uo makes no mention of MARKUS ' father. According to 
KARPIHEC, MARKUS* mother complained that instead of help from her sen 
(MARKUS) she has only problems because he engages in Western intrigues, 
that she doesn't even have a snapshot of him and that, for all practical 
purposes, he might as wall be dead. He writes further that when others wore 
punished because of the defection of their children, MARKUS ’ family was 
not punished because they were proletariat and the local authorities even 
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helped them and they now live in q new home., KARPHIEC auks I-IARKUS tor an 
early reply raid inquires about mutual acquaintances.

Eo states ho 
hasn't picked up anything interesting for Myroslava in the line of litera- 
ture. He inquired about her and her studies. Ee states, "X believe that 
you are all as happy as we are that our government did everything to pro- 


vent the nuclear war which hung over us , I presume that the Americans 
should also be more actively struggling for peace and good relations be- 


tween our countries. The American people, as I became convinced, are 
good people -more mutual international understanding in ncceonnry. I would 
lie very happy If yu would write me. t*y hortriy greetings to you and 
Jenny (c/o comment; f.jyroslnva ' » ).
